A coUalwary, U an article discuss 


ing the sudden rite in Confederate bonds 
recently, makes an allusion to the Con- 
federate go?eramonl's account with the 
bank of England, which, for some rea- 
son, wan not withdrawn upon the col- 
tapseof tbe Confederacy. Uarcotem- 
porary u not quite correcrsin his 
liftteawota. Oo the 1st da; of April 
1865, the Confederate government had 
£160,000 to its credit in the bank of 
England. When the crash came the 
Confederate cotton had disappeared, 
and although the United States consul 
general at Liverpool made dilligent 
search, be could not Bud a bale, al- 
though he had reliable information that 
there were some thousand bales of 
Confederate ootton^in Liverpool * fort- 
light before. 
Where it went, and the 


manner of its disappearance, constitutes 
one of the most interesting chapters of 
aha unwritten history of the late war. 
Why the money belonging to the Con- 
fedracjr WM not withdrawn from the 
bank'of England at the time of the 
crash it it not ea»y to say. One of t]je 
reasons given in that the officer on 
whose ehecE alone it could be obtained 
wag out of London ill, anil when he did 
return it was too late. Three attempts 
have been made by the treasury depart- 
ment to get this money. The first was 
in 1867. 
The American minister, Mr. 


Reverdy Johnson, was told by her maj- 
esty's government that the money would 
be turned over to the United States as 
executor, but if tbe Ametican govern- 
ment claimed the assets, it must be re 
iponsible for the liabilities ot the Con- 
federacy. 
This view of the matter waft 


not entertained by Mr. .Johnson, who 
advised bis government of the condition 
upon which the money could be ob- 
tained. 
Mr. Boulwell, while secretary 


of tbe treainry, made an attempt tn get 
tbe coveted £160,600. lie rant Hon. 
Kenneth Itaynor, of North Carolina, 
then, as now, solicitor ol' the treasury, 
to London, to see it some plan could 
not be devised by which the government 
might obtain this money without be- 
coming responsible for the liabilities al 
the Confederacy. 
But he was as un- 


successful as Mr. Johnson hat! been. 
Since Mr. Blaine has been in office lie 
has also caused inquiry to be made, but 
without any results. The money will 
probably remain in the bank of Kng- 
land's vaults until some more vigorous 
course than any thus far taken is 
adopted.

How tke Courts Enconrag* Criminals. 


San Francisco Gail. 


A couple of cattle thieves at San' 


Jose were convicted in 1879 and sen- 
tenced'to five years' imprisonment in 
San Quentin. In writing cat the ver- 
dict a juryman'improperly spelled the 
word defendants. The document read : 
"We find the dafendancee guilty." On 
this quibble the case of one of the 
thieves was appealed to tbe supreme 
court. 
After long pondering on the 


weighty subject, that august tribunal 
has just decided in the thief: favor. 
The case is not one cf striking impor- 
tance, save that it illustrates what is 
constantly occurring in onr courts. The 
law no longer inquires: "Is tbis man a 
thief ? is he a swindler ? is he a mur- 
derer? Did he actually commit the 
crime he is charged with ?" On the 
contrary, it turns its large magnifying 
glass on the case and practically says : 
"Is there any possible technicality by 
means ol which this worthless scoun- 
drel can be shielded from punishment ? 
If there is, we want to find it." The 
law seeks to exclude from the jury box 
men who read the daily papen and who 
are wide awake and intelligent, and, in 
tbe caae under discussion, nullifies a 
verdict 
because, naturally enough, a 


juryman it too ignorant to spell cor- 
rectly. A thief is turned looie, not 
because he is innocent, but became a 
juryman proves to be ignorant. 
Th» 


juryman was really on trial, at a great 
expense ' to the public, instead of the 
thief. 
The investigation was one con- 


cerning orthography and not cattle 
stealing, as was errooeoosly snppoted.

WHEREAS, Bald persons have recently 
caused tbe arrest of the druggists and saloon 
keepers ot tbe town ot Harua, charged with 
the Illegal selllog of liquor, and believing tbat 
the arrests were made wltb a malicious design 
and talent; and 
WHIRUS, Said nulls will affect the entire 
business Interests of the town of Maroa and 
vicinity, and Involve the fanners of the sur- 
rounding country In these expensive law suits, 
thereby causing them to neglect their work, 
and be subjected to nelly annoyances and 
troubles to attend as witnesses, merely to 
prattfy ibe petty iplte of certain mallcioue and
